PUCO denies

COLUMBUS, Ohio CAP) - The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
denied Thursday a request for early 
consideration of a $74 million increase 
in rates by Ohio Bell Telephone Co. 
Two commissioners said it would not 
be fair to consider Ohio Bell’s request 
ahead of those pending at the time of 
the application of Nov. 6, 1974. 
Ohio Bell already had an application 
pending for requests of $216 million a 
year. No date has been set for public 
hearings on that application.

Bell 
serves 
4.5 
million 
customers in the state, providing about 
three-quarters of the telephone service. 
In the application for early con­ 
sideration, the utility sought to in­ 
crease the charge for a call from a 
public telephone from IO cents to 20 
cents; to charge for all directory 
assistance calls above three a month; 
replace 
flat 
business 
rates 
with 
charges based on usage, and to in­ 
crease the charges for service con­ 
nections. 
The commission noted that it views 
usage 
and 
cost-sensitive 
pricing 
policies as 
“ extremely desirable.” 
However, it added that it would require 
a radical departure from long-standing

caller to reach an operator without 
depositing a coin. 
“ This 
is an 
especially 
valuable 
feature in the event of an emergency or 
if a person wants to make a long 
distance 
call 
and 
has 
no 
coin,” 
Galloway added. 
Although Ohio Bell has equipped pay 
telephones with “ dial tone first” in a 
number of other Ohio towns, the con­ 
version of the seven pay phones in 
Bloomingburg was the first of its kind 
for the company in southwestern Ohio. 
Galloway 
said 
call 
switching 
equipment serving Bloomingburg and 
other 
smaller 
communities 
uses 
separate systems to complete calls 
from public telephones, and to collect 
coins deposited. 
Thus, a brand new program for “ dial 
tone first” in small towns had to be 
devised through extensive field trials. 
“ The type of switching equipment 
used in smaller towns relies more 
heavily on mechanical operation than 
does the switching equipment serving 
larger communities,” Galloway said. 
“ In fact, there are only 81 such call 
switching machines in communities we 
serve in this part of the state,” he 
added. 
Galloway said it normally takes just 
three weeks to modify telephone call 
switching equipment to start “ dial tone 
first” — even when there are many 
public telephones involved. 
“ Our engineers completed their work 
at the Bloomingburg exchange building 
late in March,” he said, “ and we were 
able to implement ‘dial tone first’ on 
the public telephones in Bloomingburg 
March 24.” 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (A P) — The 
world’s largest plane, carrying 243 
Vietnamese orphans on a mercy flight 
ordered by President Ford, crashed in 
flames shortly after take-off from 
Saigon today. 
U.S. officials said the U.S. Air Force 
CSA Galaxy transport was carrying a 
total of 296 persons and that 105 or­ 
phans and 19 U.S. Air Force personnel 
survived. 
Hospital officials said at least 73 
persons were known dead, including 40 
orphans, 25 women and eight men. 
They said 30 others were still trapped in 
the bottom of the plane. 
The plane was to have stopped at 
Clark Air Force Base in the Philippines 
en route to the United States. 
“ It was a horrible thing to see,” one 
witness said. “ Children were crying 
while the fire burned.” 
American 
rescue 
workers 
were 
dropped from helicopters and waded 
through the mud trying to find sur­ 
vivors as well as bodies of the dead 
spread along a mile-long swath. 
Debris littered the paddy field and 
clothing was strewn about. The bodies 
of 
some 
headless 
children 
were 
wrapped in ponchos and put aboard the 
helicopters that flew them to the 
morgue. 
The pilot, who escaped without in­ 
jury, said decompression problems due 
to a malfunction in the rear loading 
door caused the crash. He said he was 
about 18 miles out from Tan Son Nhut 
air base when he had to turn back. 
The headquarters of the 13th Air 
Force in the Philippines refused to 
comment on reports that the plane’s 
departure from Manila earlier today 
had been 
delayed by 
mechanical 
trouble. 
U.S. officials in Washington said it 
was the first fatal crash of a C5A, which 
the Air Force has been flying since 
1970. 
Witnesses 
told 
Associated 
Press 
correspondent Huynh Minh Trinh that 
they heard two explosions before the 
plane plunged into a paddy field near a 
village I 
miles from Tan Son Nhut air 
base. 
The plane skidded through the field 
and exploded. After the impact, the 
cockpit was lying about IOO yards from 
the fuselage and the tail section about 
the same distance away. 
A spokesman for the U.S. Embassy 
said the plane carried 243 Vietnamese 
orphans and 53 adults including the 
crew, flight nurses and escorts. Most of

Americans, 
de­ 
pendents of employes of the U.S. 
defense attache’s office. 
Fire trucks and other rescue vehicles 
were unable to get the crash site 
because of the narrow road that could 
only be traveled by foot. 
More than IOO South Vietnamese 
militiamen were ordered to the crash 
site to provide security for the rescue 
operation.

Imported automobiles capture 
healthy share of U.S. market 


D ETRO IT (A P) — The nation’s auto 
makers, plagued by recession, are 
facing an unsettling assault on the U.S. 
car market by importers. 
For the second consecutive month, 
imports in March recorded a sharp 
sales gain over the same month last 
year to capture a near-record share of 
the U.S. market. 
Without the help of broad cash rebate 
plans, domestic sales for the month fell 
IO per cent from February and 20 per 
cent from a year ago to the lowest 
levels for a March since 1961. 
Deliveries of U.S.-made cars 
in 
March, reported by the companies on 
Thursday, 
were 523,380, 
compared 
with 653,246 the year before, when fuel 
shortages were putting a big dent into 
sales. 


By contrast, import sales of 144,784 
were up 16 per cent from a poor 125,200 
a year ago. 


While import sales did not approach 
the March record of 178,700 set in 1973, 
their strength, combined with a decline 


in domestic deliveries, gave the foreign 
makers a 21.7 per cent share of the U.S. 
market. They achieved a record 22 per 
cent share in August 1971. 
Spokesmen for both foreign and 
domestic firms attributed the renewed 
popularity in imports to lower prices, 
better fuel economy and a growing be­ 
lief by 
American consumers 
that 
foreign compunies build more durable 
cars than the U.S. companies. 
“ Unlike us, the importers have huge 
stocks of 1974 models left over to sell at 
lower prices,” explained one U.S. in­ 
dustry analyst. “ Not only are the ’74s 
cheaper than the new models, but 
they’re rebating them like we did so we 
can’t touch them in price.” Some of the 
foreign manufacturers introduce their 
new model cars substantially later than 
American auto makers. 
A spokesman at Nissan Motor Corp. 
in USA, which imports the popular 
Datsun from Japan, added, “ We figure 
the domestic rebates in January and 
February got people thinking about 
buying cars again.”

Thieu regime grabs Ky backers 


SAIGON, South Vietnam (A P) - 
President Nguyen Van Thieu’s regime 
today reported the second roundup of 
supporters of former Premier Nguyen 
Cao Ky on charges of plotting to 
overthrow Thieu. 
The number of persons arrested 
could not be learned immediately, but 
they included Nguyen Thien Nhon, K y’s 
chief assistant. 
No action was taken against Ky, who 
denied he and his supporters were 
plotting a coup when eight of them were 
arrested nine days ago. Ky is the for­ 
mer commander of the South Viet­ 
namese air force and lives at Saigon’s 
Tan Son Nhut air base under the 
protection of his own security force. 
A general lull apparently continued 


on the battle fronts. The Viet Cong 
reported the only action, announcing 
that its forces had taken the district 
town of Chon Thanh, 45 miles north of 
Saigon, after a heavy siege. 
In Cambodia, Khmer Rouge forces 
drove government troops back from 
three positions seven miles northwest 
of Phnom Penh for the second suc­ 
cessive night. Army sources said the 
situation was “ critical” and if the 
Khmer Rouge broke through, they 
could advance on the city.

Connally asked for and accepted two 
$5,000 payments supplied by Associated 
Milk Producers Inc., a dairy farmer 
cooperative that was one of Jacobsen’s 
clients. 
Jacobsen, testifying Thursday at 
Connally’s bribery trial, also accused 
his old friend of supplying two separate 
batches of currency, $10,000 each, in a 
bungled attempt to cover up the alleged 
bribery 
with 
perjured 
testimony 
claiming the money had never left 
Jacobsen’s bank vault in Austin, Tex. 
Their eyes met only briefly across 
the packed courtroom as Jacobsen 
matter-of-factly 
detailed 
his 
allegations against Connally. 
He told a tale of envelopes full of 
cash, rented safe deposit boxes, rubber 
gloves and illegal payments made in 
the office of the secretary of the 
Treasury just across from the White 
House.

PHNOM PEN H , Cambodia (A P) — 
The desperate Cambodian government 
scraped 
together 
1,000 
ill-assorted 
troops and rushed them to an area of 
rice fields six miles northwest of the 
center of Phnom Penh today in an 
attempt to blunt a Khmer Rouge drive 
that threatened to punch through to the 
city’s northern outskirts. 
Field reports said the government 
also abandoned besieged Kompong 
Seila, 75 miles southwest of Phnom 
Penh, and evacuated thousands of 
troops, 
their 
families 
and 
other 
civilians to the capital by helicopter 
and C123 transport planes. 
Villagers with their belongings piled 
on oxcarts and motorbikes streamed 
out of the northwest corner of the 200 
square-mile capital enclave as trucks 
and 
helicopters 
moved 
in 
army 
soldiers, militiamen, combat police 
and naval infantrymen to brace the 
lines the insurgents had punched back 
for two consecutive nights. 
Troops from Kompong Seila were 
among the reinforcements, along with 
troops flown from Takeo, another 
besieged enclave 39 miles to the south. 
Army sources said the reinforcements 
also included green recruits from an 
isolated army headquarters on Phnom 
Baseth, a hill 14 miles northwest of the 
city. 
Army sources said the situation was 
critical.

Jacobsen said that shortly after that 
Connally told him “ in effect that the 
dairy farmers raise a lot of money for a 
lot of people and why didn’t they raise a 
little for him? ... I said I ’d see what I 
could do.” 
Jacobsen said he then got $10,000 in 
$100 bills from the milk producers and 
gave half of it to Connally on May 14, 
1971, in Connally’s Treasury Depart­ 
ment office. “ I said, ‘There is more 
where this came from,’” Jacobsen 
said. 
Jacobsen said that on Sept. 23, 1971, 
“ I was in his office talking about 
another problem and I told him I had 
some more of that money. .. He said, 
‘Yes, bring it over.’” 
On the morning of Sept. 24, Con- 
nally’s official log of his daily activities 
shows, Jacobsen dropped into Con- 
nally’s office for about ten minutes 
without an appointment. It was then 
that Connally took the second 75,000 
just before rushing off to testify to a 
Senate committee, Jacobsen said. 
Jacobsen said that in 1973 he and 
Connally conspired to cover up the 
alleged bribery after Watergate in­ 
vestigators got wind of it through 
testimony by an official of the milk 
producers. 


Gen. Frederick C. Weyand, the U.S. 
Army chief of staff, told newsmen as he 
left Saigon for Washington that South 
Vietnam’s armed forces still have the 
capability to defeat the North Viet­ 
namese and Viet Cong. But U.S. in­ 
telligence sources in Washington said 
North Vietnam is pouring more than 
1,000 fresh troops a day into South 
Vietnam in an apparently buildup for a 
final blow. 
Meanwhile, the North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong apparently still needed 
more time to spread their forces over 
all the territory abandoned by Saigon’s 
officials and troops in their pell-mell 
retreat. 
The U.S. Embassy announced that 
refugees were still able to leave the 
beaches in the Phan Rang area, 160 
miles 
northwest 
of 
Saigon, 
late 
Thursday afternoon. 
The Embassy said fishing boats and 
other small craft brought more than 
1,400 refugees out to the U.S. Navy am­ 
phibious cargo 
ship 
Durham 
and 
another 80 to the Dubuque, a Navy 
landing platform dock. 
It was the first participation in the 
evacuation by the fourship Navy task 
force that President Ford ordered into 
Vietnamese waters six days ago. The 
other American ships that have been 
evacuating refugees from the north and 
central coasts for the past week are ci­ 
vilian freighters chartered by the U.S.

and

Victory 
gardens' 
come back 


AKRON, Ohio (AP)-The “victory 
gardens’’ of three decades ago are back 
in vogue at Kent State University and 
two nearby communities but this time 
in an economic war. 
Kent State President Glenn A. Olds 
has parceled out the first of a number 
of 20-by 30-foot plots the school is 
making available to faculty and stu­ 
dents as an anti-inflation measure. 
Barberton, using city-owned land, 
has 2,500 plots 50-by 50-feet each and 
has offered them to any resident. 
Officials report at least 300 already 
have applied. 
Cuyahoga 
Falls 
is 
considering 
similar action but smaller plots and 
may give priority to retired persons, 
officials there indicate. Councilmen 
William Lowe, Lynn Romesberg and 
Donald Gault said recently they will 
introduce legislation to the council 
soon. City Water Utilities Supt. John 
Sager already has laid out about 190 
plots on 14 acres of city-owned land. 
Olds, who plowed a few furrows 
Tuesday afternoon before turning over 
the first plot to a student, said he was 
pleased to be able to implement the 
proposal he based on President Ford’s 
suggestion that the World War II 
concept of victory gardens be revived 
in a war against the rising cost of 
living. 
“I’m inclined to think that people will 
not only have some fun but they’ll also 
save enormously in terms of their 
budget,’’ said Olds, who grew up on an 
Oregon farm. “I feel bacUy whenever I 
see unused land, simply laying fallow.’’ 
Kent State will plow and disc the 
land, lay out the plots and assign them. 
The tools, fertilizer, seeds, plants, 
water and “elbow grease’’ must be pro­ 
vided by the gardeners.

for them,” he said in an interview. 
But where the church agencies still 
can function, in the refugee-swollen 
area around Saigon and outlying towns, 
relief operations were being heavily 
expanded in goods, cash and personnel. 
Church World Service, the relief arm 
of the National Council of Churches, 
including most major Protestant and 
Orthodox denominations cabled an

to

representatives to purchase rice, dried 
fish, sleeping sheets and medicines. 
“ We can only work now in certain 
limited places,” said Nancy Nicalo, 
assistant director of CWS, which has a 
staff of 20 Americans and 150 Vietnam­ 
ese working in South Vietnam. 
Noting the difficulty of shipping in 
supplies, rather than buying them on 
the spot, she added; 
“ Road tran­ 
sportation has become almost im­ 
possible and air transport has become 
most impossible.” 


The first $100,000 was part of a 
projected $300,000 in emergency aid, as 
the present response of U.S. member 
churches to a $1 million appeal by the 
World Council of Churches in Geneva, 
Switzerland, for extra help to the Viet­ 
namese. 


Special shipments of food and other 
supplies also were ordered, including 
diversion by Catholic Relief Services of 
4.2 million tons of wheat that had been 
en route to India to Vietnam, and 
shipment of 1.7 million tons of fortified 
soy flour. 


Father Charlebois said the soy flour 
can be baked into nutritious biscuits 
and dropped in plastic bags to refugees 
in 
places 
that 
can’t 
be 
reached 
overland, a measure that has been used 
in the past. 


Another cargo of foodstuffs was 
being loaded Thursday by the Catholic 
agency on a ship at Port Elizabeth, 
N.J., destined for Vietnam, where the 
agency has a staff of 156, mostly 
Vietnamese. 


Spokesmen for both the Protestant 
and Catholic agencies said they hoped 
to be able to extend their help to people 
left behind in Viet Cong-seized areas, 
once the present upheaval subsides.

NAB officials say only 20 of the 415 
stations now subscribing to the NAB TV 
code are independent stations.

Hugh Wilson, 7757 Greenfield-Sabina 
Road, a Washington C.H. area soybean 
farmer, recently returned from a two- 
week excursion to Mexico and South 
America to review soybean marketing 
developments in progress in Mexico 
and study the potential for further 
marketing enterprises in Brazil and 
Columbia, S.A. 
As president of the Ohio Soybean 
Association, 
Wilson 
was 
the only 
Ohioan represented on the Soybean 
Presidents Mission, sponsored by the 
Elanco Products Co., of Indianapolis, 
Ind. to study programs in soybean 
importing countries. 
Wilson 
said 
the 
22 
American 
representatives visiting the countries 
observed programs first-hand in which 


soy protein supplements were being 
added to Mexican diets to combat 
protein deficiencies. 
The typical diet of the Mexican is 
based on corn, beans, peppers and rice, 
Wilson said, and has resulted in large 
protein deficiencies among the poor. 
“If the human diet does not have a 
certain level of protein, the person 
cannot learn because he has not met 
one of the basic requirements of food.

“I believe that in the next two 
years, soybeans will be the key to 
feeding the total world population in 
providing higher protein diets to people 
in low and middle income brackets in 
underdeveloped countries.” 
Besides aiding the diets of foreign 
countries, Wilson readily admits the 
soybean market is increasingly helping 
the American economy. “The crop has 
become the largest contributor to the 
U.S. balance of trade,” Wilson said. 
“Only five to ten per cent of the 
soybeans produced in America are

Disaster 
relief fund 
runs dry 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) 
- The 
special $5 million disaster relief fund, 
set up last year in the wake of the Xenia 
tornado, went dry on Thursday. 
The state Controlling Board divvied 
up the final $2.4 million in the fund 
among five applicants. Another IO 
applications, asking $1.7 million, were 
left pending. 
The board’s action came on the first 
anniversary of the killer tornadoes 
which devastated southwest Ohio on 
April 3, 1974. Most of the money spent 
Thursday, $2.03 million, went to gov­ 
ernmental units around Xenia, hardest 
hit community in the state. 
Another $436,000 went to the City of 
Cincinnati for its tornado expenses in 
the community of Saylor Park. 
The board also gave $5,258 to Green 
Township, which filed a makeshift 
application the day before the deadline. 
A township spokesman said community 
leaders didn’t know the state aid was 
available until earlier this year, when 
they saw an article in a Cincinnati 
newspaper.

million for the Xenia City School 
System to replace the damaged Central 
Junior High School. 
Supt. Carl B. Adkins said the school 
will be built on the foundation of the old

MEDINA, Ohio (AP) — Sister Mary 
Denise Donovan’s devotion to her 
students at the Medina County Jail 
knows no bounds. 
She was once in an automobile ac­ 
cident on the way to class. 
A young woman passerby pleaded 
with the nun to go to the hospital, but 
Sister Mary Denise said, “ No way, I’ve 
got to get to class. Those fellows are 
depending on me.” 
But she relented. At the hospital she 
learned she had bruised her intestines 


and should see her own doctor for 
treatment. 
Sister Mary Denise kept putting off 
the visit. 
“ I had two boys at the jail who were 
going to be sentenced,” she said. “ I 
wanted to be there when they went to 
Mansfield so I could say goodby.” 
She eventually landed back in the 
hospital, but she added, “ If I had 
known how many tests they were going 
to run I wouldn’t have come.” 
A member of the Sisters of St. Joseph 
convent in Cleveland, Sister Mary 
Denise has been a teaching nun for 32 
years. At the Medina County Jail, she 
instructs inmates in English, math and 
reading. 
Her students seem to regard her 
highly. One prisoner spent eight hours 
fashioning a crucifix for her out of 
metal notebook binders. 
“ His fingers were covered with 
blisters when he finally finished,” she 
said. “ I wouldn’t take a million dollars 
for it.”

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Insights being gained into human allergies 


BETHESDA, Md. (AP) — Allergies 
are what happens when the body’s 
alarm system goes wrong. 
Asthma ... hay fever ... hives ... some 
headaches ... sudden death from bee 
stings ... the list of suffering is long, no 
one has been able to stop it. 
But “in the last 10 years we have 
made a science of allergy. Things are 
opening up,” says Dr. Allen Kaplan of 
the National Institute of Allergy and In­ 
fectious Diseases. 
Insights have been gained into what 
happens to trigger allergies like asth­ 
ma and hay fever, how the body’s 
normal system of handling invading 
substances or allergens goes awry. And 
there are better drugs and preventive 
methods. 
But basic pieces of the whole puzzle 
still are missing, buried in the vast 


complexity of human biology with all 
its interdependent mechanisms. Key 
understandings are elusive, holding 
back the next big strides against 
allergies. 
All this is terribly important to some 
35 million or more Americans — one in 
six — who suffer from one or more 
major allergies, such as hay fever, as­ 
thma, eczema, hives, the allergic kicks 
from a huge menu of different foods 
and drinks, reactions to drugs like 
penicillin, and sometimes fatal reac­ 
tions to the venom of bees, wasps, 
hornets and yellow jackets. 
Several thousand persons die each 
year from asthma, and perhaps 2,000 
from insect stings and drug reactions, 
says Dr. Philip T>. Norman, director of 
the allergy division at Johns Hopkins 
Medical School in Baltimore, Md. 
With

from 
allergies, the NIAID yearly budget for

research in allergy is only $3.5 million, 
about 10 cents per sufferer. It was only 
$2 million 
in 
1970. 
Private and 
university funds add a little more. 
Allergy tends to run in families, 
being under some kind of genetic in­ 
fluence. Perhaps, says Kaplan, genetic 
markers might be found to predict who 
will react with allergy. Then they 
might be given earlier protection, and 
the whole biochemistry of allergies 
might become better understood. He is 
head of the allergic disease section, 
Laboratory of Clinical Investigation, at 
NIAID. 
The hereditary part has been hard to 
understand, says Norman. Usually, the 
allergic people make more than the 
usual amount of antibodies and im­ 
munoglobulins, the carriers of an­ 
tibodies. 
Now, he adds, it is becoming clear 
that allergic people make more of a 
particular kind of antibody, called IgE, 
for 
immunoglobulin 
E, 
identified 
primarily in the work of a husbandwife 
team at Hopkins, Drs. Kimishige and 
Teruko Ishizaka, a few years ago. 
The IgE antibodies tend to attach to a 
particular kind of body cell, known as 
mast cells, that contain histamine. 
When an allergen, like pollen, enters 
the sensitized person’s body, 
the 
allergen-antibody reaction causes mast 
cells to release histamine and this leads 
to the allergic attack. 
Histamine, which contracts smooth 
muscle tissue like that in bronchial 
tubes and makes blood vessels more 
permeable, is not the only culprit. 
When antihistamine drugs came 
along to neutralize histamine without 
providing complete relief, researchers 
reasoned that other chemicals were 
also at work. Now, some have been 
implicated that act like histamine. 
They include serotonin, bradykinins, 
and another known as a slow-reacting 
substance of anaphylaxis. 
Thus 
one 
intriguing 
target 
in 
research is to find some way to control 
the body’s production of the IgE an­ 
tibodies, Drs. Norman and Kaplan say. 
Some moderate level of IgE antibodies 


appears useful to health, but too many 
appear harmful. 
“An awful lot of research is aimed at 
learning 
exactly 
what 
happens 
biochemically when an allergen trips 
off a reaction,” Kaplan says. In asth­ 
ma, he continues, only one-third of the 
attacks are strictly of the allergic 
variety. The nonallergic kind tends to 
be more severe. So some research 
seeks to pinpoint what 
bronchial 
defects exist to bring on the nonallergic 
attack. Understanding the chemistry of 
allergic asthma may help in un­ 
derstanding the nonallergic attacks. 
Hand in hand with the quest for basic 
understandings go efforts to improve 
drugs and to develop treatments for al­ 
lergies. 
Antihistamines have been effective, 
but have drawbacks such as making 
people 
drowsy. 
Epinephrine, 
or 
adrenalin, and theophyllin have long 
been used in asthma particularly. But 
some experts now regard epinephrine 
as not very effective in dilating 
bronchial tubes. 
A new drug, cromolyn sodium, is a 
prophylactic or preventive of asth­ 
matic attacks in many chronic asth­ 
matics. It doesn’t act directly on the 
bronchial tubes, but prevents the re­ 
lease of histamine and the other 
chemicals which do harm. 
Cromolyn has to be given before an 
attack, 
or 
before 
exposure 
to 
something, like dog dander, that might 
induce an attack. It makes it possible 
for some chronic asthmatics to get 
along without taking cortisone, or 
getting by with less cortisone, which 
can have unwanted side effects, Kaplan 
says. And it also helps asthmatics who 
are not victims of allergies.

Program Started 
To Eliminate 
Tsetse Flies

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — A 
E 
ogram to exterminate tsetse 
es through the use of sexually 
sterile male flies is advancing 
in laboratories in the Tanzanian 
seaport town of Tanga. 
If successful, the project may 
lead to elimination of tsetse 
flies on a big scale in countries 
throughout Africa and open 
millions of acres of now unin­ 
habitable land to men, agricul­ 
ture and animals. 
The project, a joint venture 
of the governments of Tanzania 
and the United States, is based 
on previous success with the bi­ 
ological control method of wip­ 
ing out the screw-worm fly, a 
major scourge of cattle on 
farms in the southeastern zone 
of the United States. 
The plan is to raise 60,000 
tsetse flies in the Tonga labora­ 
tory. With this “breeding colo­ 
ny,” 10,000 male tsetse flies, in 
the pupa stage, will be sexually 
sterilized each week by atomic 
radiation and released among 
wild tsetse flies. 
The sterile male flies, when 
they emerge, would mate with 
wild females, who reproduce 
only once in their lifetime. This 
would result in no progeny 
from the females, who would 
become sterile for life. 
The sterile male procedure, 
discovered by an American ag­ 
ricultural scientist in 1955, was 
used with great success to wipe 
out the screw-worm fly pest in 
America. 
A 
miniature 
ex­ 
periment with sterile male 
tsetse flies succeeded in elimi­ 
nating 99 per cent of the tsetse 
population on two islands in 
Lake Karibu in Central Africa 
in the ’60s. 
Sam Mbise, Tanzanian co­ 
manager of the Tanga project, 
noted that 60 per cent of his 
country is infested with testse 
flies. 
Tanzania, the world’s largest 
producer of sisal, also grows 
maize, beans, coffee, sugar, 
cotton, tea and tobacco. Tsetse 
flies, which infest 4.5 million 
square miles of Africa from the 
Sahara to South Africa, and 
from coast to coast, are credit­ 
ed with being one of the prime 
causes of Tanzania’s current 
food shortages. 
Dr. Loiruk Ilmolelian, chief 
research officer in the Live­ 
stock Development Division of 
Tanzania’s Agriculture Minis­ 
try, said the usual ways of 
tsetse control, consisting of 
bush control and spraying with 
insecticide, have serious dis­ 
advantages. 
He said those methods are 
costly and 
time-consuming; 
they kill insects that are useful 
to farmers as well as tsetse 
flies, and tsetses might develop 
resistance to the sprays.

Rate boost 
ban urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ohio 
Public Utilities Commission was asked 
Thursday by Rep. Ronald L. Mottl, D- 
23 Ohio, to place a moratorium on 
utility rate increases. 
Rising utility rates threaten to cut 
down the additional spending power 
created by new tax rebate legislation, 
Mottl said in a telegram to PUCO. 
He also 
recommended the com­ 
mission adopt a policy of refusing to 
approve 
automatic 
rate 
increases 
under fuel adjustment clauses without 
a formal hearing. 
At such hearings, Mottl proposed, 
utilities would be required to prove that 
fuel price increases are unavoidable 
and rate increases cover only in­ 
creased fuel costs. 
Mottl said Ohioans have paid out an 
extra $524 million in the past year 
because of fuel adjustment clauses.

Petroleum reserve monopoly 
fears eyed by justice aides 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Justice 
Department is investigating whether 
major oil companies would gain a mo­ 
nopoly on oil in a naval petroleum 
reserve in California if the government 
opens it to private production. 
The 
Ford 
administration 
has 
proposed 
to 
allow 
commercial 
development of the Elk Hills Naval 
Petroleum Reserve, which has been 
maintained since 1942 as an oil stock­ 
pile for emergency military use. 
As the result of the adm inistration’s 
proposal, 
a 
dormant, 
five-year-old 
antitrust investigation of California’s 
oil m arket has been revived and 
speeded up. Official of the Justice 
Department’s Antitrust Division say 
they expect recommendations within 
weeks from their West Coast in­ 
vestigators. 
The issue has received relatively 
little 
attention 
in 
congressional 
hearings on bills to open up the reserve. 
But Rep. John E. Moss, DCalif., 
testifying last week before the House 
Armed 
Services 
subcommittee 
on 
investigations, revealed memos and 
letters documenting the Justice De­ 


partm ent’s concern over the possibility 
of antitrust violations in California’s oil 
market and the prospect of opening Elk 
Hills. 
Standard Oil of California (SOCAL) 
is both the operator of the Elk Hills 
reserve for the Navy and the owner of 
about 20 per cent of the petroleum re­ 
serve. The documents say this gives 
SOCAL “insider’s knowledge” and thus 
a competitive advantage in any bidding 
for commercial production. 


SOCAL also owns the only major 
pipeline out of Elk Hills, effectively 
controlling the flow of oil by any 
competitors, the documents say. 
Keith 
I. 
Clearwaters, 
deputy 
assistant attorney general for an­ 
titrust, said the Justice Department is 
reviving the antitrust investigation. 
However, he said last week that the 
administration proposals for opening 
Elk Hills would “incorporate antitrust 
safeguards,” including requirements 
for “full and equal opportunity” for all 
oil companies to obtain Elk Hills oil. 
But Moss said such safeguards are 
not strong enough.
